Placed All the Blame Upon the 


Shoulders of Mrs. Nack. 


New York, Nov. 30.—The trial of 


Martin Thorn for the murder of GuMen- 
suppe was closed Monday n]ght so far 
as the taking of e\ idence \vaR concerned. 
This morning the lawyers for the de- 
fendant and the people summed up, and 
it is expected that the jury will retire 
this afternoon. Opinions differ very 
materially as to the probable result. 
Many look for a conviction, but & greater 
number anticipate a disagreement. 


A few of Thorn's former employers 


were called by the defense yesterday, 
and they all gave the accused barber an 
excellent character dating back some 
10 years. Thorn himself was the only 
other witness called for the 
delense. 


From tile moment .he was conducted to 
the witness chair until he left it some 
hours later the pnsc-nsr conducted him- 
self in a cool and impressive manner. 
His statements m reply to general ques- 
tions and his answers in the direct and 
cross-examinations \vere delivered in a 
moderate tone oi voice, which could be 
heard distinctly by all. At times his 
voice would drop so that he could not be 
heard a few feet away, but Mr. Howe 
reminded the witness at those 
times 


that he should speak louder, and those 
admonitions always had the desired ef- 
fect. 


Lawyer Howe opened his address by 


Baying with the sublime confidence which 
he has manifested in all of his talks 
"May it please your honor and gen- 
tlemen of the jury, Martin Thorn is in- 
nocent of the murder of William Gui- 
densuppe." The veteran criminal law- 
yer then launched forth into a. terrible 
arraignment o-f Mr. Nack, who, he de- 
clared, WSE the- real murderer who hired 
the cottage at Woodside for the purpose 
of turning It into a slaug-hter house, 
where Guldensuppe was to be murdered. 


During Mr. Howe's address, Thorn 


frequently showed signs, the first since 
the trial began, of emotion. Mrs. Nack's 
life was vhrtdlyiiichired by the speaker. 
He told of her having forsa.ken her legal 
husband, ana her subsequent living with 
Guidensuppe and Thorn. 


"She was a midwife," said he, "a name 


which is only a convertible term, in 
many ineta,ncea, fo" a murderjus abor- 
tionist." In referrini: to the testimony 
of Mrs. N-ack given at the previous trial, 
Mr. Howe said slie had proven herself a 
perjurer, murderess and adulteress. 


He referred to the fact that the saw 


which the people had talked of had never 
been produced and said that when Mar- 
tin Thorn would go on the stand and 
unbosom himself the jury would learn 
that "he was meiely a puppet in the 
hands of that vile woman." 


Thorn, after stating that his real r ame 


is Tor.eeswisky, and that he had been in 
the United States 17 years, proceeded: 
"I first met Mrs. Nack a year and a 
half ago at her house, i39 Ninth avenue. 
She occupied four rc-orr.s on the third 
floor at that number. William Gulclen- 
suppe was boarding there with her, and 
I understood he was her cousin. 


"I rented a furnished room from her 


at $2 a week. Iiater, I understood Gul- 
densuppe was her husband. She first 
made love to me and I returned her love. 
I was very fond of her and loved her up 
to the moment she took the witness 
Etand on my first trial." 


The witness then told how he supplant- 


ed the bath rubber in Mrs. Nack's affec- 
tions and described the row he had with 
Guldensuppe in, consequence. During1 
this fight Guklensuppe caught hold of 
him. 
Thorn held a revolver, which 


•went off accidentally. Then Gulden- 
suppe took the pistol from hum and gave 
him a beating-. 


He left the house and went to a hospi- 


tal. Mrs. Nack met him afterwards very 
often. They w«nt to theaters and other 
places of amusement. She said she was 
sorry that Goldensuppe had hurt him, 
but that he must not mind that. Thorn, 
fct the suggestion, of his counsel, then 
told in Mi own way what Mrs. Nack had 
said to him after that, and the court df- 
rected Mr. Howe not to lead the witness. 


"Mrs. Nack told me," said Thorn, 


"that she wished to le&ve Guldensuppe 
and wished to live in some quiet place. 
We visited the Woodside cottage, and, a® 
it seemed a suitable place, v,e hired th^ 
cottage, 
t paid the $15 and got the key. 


On the 24th of June I gave the key to 
Mrs. Nack, as she said she wanted to do 
some cleaning at the cottag-e. About 11 
cr 12 o'clock on Friday morning:, June 25, 
Mrs. Nack met me at the door. She said: 
'I have Guldensuppe upstairs.' I asked 
her what was he doing there. She re- 
plied: 'He is dead. I have shot him." 
She then requested me to help her to 
dispose of the body. 
I went upstairs 


and helped to undress the body. Then 


prior to her visit to the cottage on June 
25, ths day of the killing. 


Thorn told at his meetings with tha 


xvornan after this, and how Mrs. Nack 
had made preparations to go to Europe. 
Mrs. Nack met him on Tuesday night, 
June 30, and 
the following flay he 


learned from the papers that she had 
been arrester!. He explained his conver- 
sation with Gotha. He said that he had 
told Gotha that Mrs. Nack killed Gul- j 
densuppe and also told the barber how 
the body -u as cut up and disposed of. He 
tola Gotha of his intention to give him- 
self up to the police, but Gotha asked 
him to wait. He gave Gotha some pawn 
tickets, and made an oppomtment to 
meet him the following ni^lit. 
Thoi n 


kept the appointment. He Vv-as anested. 
During the conversation with Captain 
O'Brien Thorn said he told the detec- 
tive some truths and some falsehoods. 


During- the time he was giving this di- 


rect testimony, Thorn looked directly at 
the jury. He spoke clearly and distinct- 
ly, although at times his A oico dropped 
lo a rather low tone. He used vory good 
English, with only a slight trace of a 
German accent. His direct examination 
Ijsted three-quarters of an'hour, Sur- 
rogate Weller conducting the cross-ex- 
amination. 


In rebuttal three witnesses swore that 


they Ivrd se^n Mrs. Nack in her room in 
New York trimming a hat between 2:']!) 
and 4 o'clock on the afternoon of June 2o, 
and Mrs. Walley said that she haJ seen 
Mrs. 
Nack leave the cottage about 20 


minutes after "he and HIP man v Ith the 
light suit had entered. The prosecution 
did not put Mrs. Nack on the stand, and 
the court ruled against Mr. Howe's at- 
tempt to introduce the testimony given 
by Mrs.Nrri. at the mistrial. Mr. Howe 
was very an::ious to get another chance 
to cross-examine the woman, and sa,i:l 
afterwards: "The lawyers £or the peo- 
ple were afraid to put her on the stand 
again, I am sorry, exceedingly sorry, 
that I did not have an opportunity of 
shovi ing the murderess in her true colors 
before ths jurymen \vho, I think, will ac- 
quit my client."

MUSKRATS BREATME UT»DER ICE. 


7?liey Understand How to Reoxygenate tlvc 


Air in Thoir J-ungs. 


W. Spoon, the naturalist, 
asserts 


Jmt the muskrat when obliged to go 
beneath the ice from one side to the 
other of a pond, has a curious mode ol 
taking along his air supply. Instinct 
teaches him to take in a deep breath 
before starting, but even this he knows 
will be insufficient for the trip. Ac- 
cordingly, he halts occasionally, and 
exhales the exhausted air 
from his 


lungs. This air, being confined by the 
ice in the shape of a bubble, and in 
full contact with the icy water, be- 
comes almost instantly reoxygenated, 
When the transformation is comple- 
ted the wise rat again takes in his old 
breath, which is now a fresh inspira- 
tion. 
Thus rejuvenated, 
he 
again 


dives out of sight and begins swim' 
ming for the other side, only coming 
up against the ice as often as it is nec- 
essary for him to refreshen that valu- 
able little breath of air. But fev 
hunters and trappers are aware of th' 
m,uskrat's odd plan o£ changing hi; 
poisonous breath into a fresh inspira- 
tion, but those who are take a meai 
advantage. By striking a heavy bkra 
on the ice the air is dispersed, and " 
little animal dies of asphyxia.

Bacteria are minute organisms which 


take part in all organic changes. These 
have to do with the changes in the 
milk and butter. They cause, or at 
least affect, the flavor of the 
butter 


and determine whether it shall be of 
the highest order or of poor 
quality. 


The influence of normal feed does not 
have much of an effect upon the flavor. 
Turnips, leets, onions, etc., or \egela- 
bles which contain pungent oil, leave 
a disagreeable llavor, 
but 
ordinary 


feeds do not. The texture of the but- 
ter, however, can be altered by feed. 


I have come to believe that 
some 


breeds o£ cattle produce a better flavor- 
ed butter than others. 
In my opinion 


the Jersey leads in,this desirable q.ial- 
ity. The milk in the udder of the cov,- 
is usually fiee floia bad odors 
It it 


is milked into a can and not allowed 
to come in contact with the air, d will 
remain pure, but if it passes thiough 
much of the atmosphere 01 is allow ed 
to stand exposed, it will soon cleterioi- 
ate. This deterioration is causpd by 
the 
introduction 
of 
bad 
bacteria, 


which are ai ways found in the air a'jid 
are especially mimciuis in a fjul at- 
mosphere 
The use of pure culture, or 


fluids containing good bacteria of one 
kind is considered beneficial, especially 
where milk is unduly exposed—Prof. 
D. D. Smith, Michigan.

To Get Rid al K it*. 


In closed tins, where carbon bisul- 


phide can be used, rals can be got rid 
of in short time. Merely place an open 
dish full of the chemical on top of the 
grain and permit it to evaporate. It 
will permeate every point and kill all 
living creatures. 
In using the bisul- 


phide, remember that it is very mliam- 
tnable and all lights and fires must ba 
kept away from the building while it 
is being applied. 


Rats can also be killed by catching 


one of the animals and inoculating it 
with a virus prepared especially Cor 
this purpose, Release the animal and | 
it will spread contagion among all the 
( 


rats in the place, often i esulting in ! 
clearing a farmi This virus can lie 
obtained from large drug stOies and is 
good for use from 10 to 13 clays aftei it 
has been put up. If the animal cannot 
be caught to be inoculated, the virus 
may be mixed with food and fed to 
the rats, when it will take effect in 
the same way. The advantage of this 
virus is that while it is death to ro- 
dents it does not affect domestic ani- 
mals or human beings. In this it hns 
a great advantage 
over 
strychnine,

The diffi- 
culty about getting a good currycomb 
arises from neglect to rub the hor^e 
clean with straw before leaVmg him 
for the night. Much care should be 
used in cleaning a horse's legs with a 
currycomb, so as 
not to injure 
the 


joints. Some persons in using the cur- 
rycomb bear on so hard that it makes 
the horse nervous, and if he kicks he 
is not to blame.

Adams line to a point on Ashland street 
n this c'ly by the Mnssaohiutt's highway 
comm Siion and requested that a sun 67 
of the route be made in accordance with 
rhe suggestion of the highway commis- 
sion. Your honorable body took favor- 
able action thereon and 1 now have the 
pleasure of informing you that the survey 
has teen completed by Mr. Frank B. 
Locke. The rqute surveyed runs from 
Davenport street southerly along Ash- 
land street and the East road to the Ad- 
ams line where it meets the state road t° 
be built in that town. I recommend tha 
the mayor be authorized to petition the 
state highway commission to construct a 
state highway along the route under con- 
sideration, with power to take such other 
steps in the matter as may be necessary. 
The proposed route, if the road be built 
will give a continuous unobstructed and 
nearly level macadam highway from this 
city to the village of Adams and i(s ad- 
vantages are evident.

thinks he has got it. 


The reasonable demand is set up tint 


the meichant should offer 5 per cent dis- 
count for cash, direct to hiscustorntris and 
not roundabout to maintain a sub-com- 
pany's shop. 


A New Haven lawyer claims that the 


whole arrangement is illegal. 
lie cited 


this law: 


Every person who shall sell- any per- 
sonal property and shall offer to the pur- 
chaser a:i interest in other property to be 
ascertained by lot or hazard, or any 
arl'cle of value or any interest therein, 
ns a prfsent or gratuity, the quality, 
kind or v:lue of which shall be unknown 
to the purchaser at the time of sale, shall 
be lined not more than 8300 or imprisoned 
for not more than tbree months,or both. 


I lie holds tliat the stamps are of value not 
known to the purchaser. Other lawyers 
question this, but it is intimated that 
some of the merchants who signed con- 
tracts with the trading company sav they 
i '•prret it. mid were frightened into signins, 
through fear some rival might do it; and 
that these merchants will decline to stay 
in the scheme, on the ground that it is 
illegal. Then the company can sue them 
to enforce the contract and the courts can j 
pass on its legality.
